Sudbury, Ont., Mar. 4—Geo, T. §. 
Train, manager of the Biseo branch 
of the Hudson’s Bay Co., on the main 
line of the C.P.R., was fined by mag- 
istrate Fournier in Sudbury today a 
total of $6,150 and costs or twenty 
years and six months in the peniten- 
tiary. This is a fine of $50 and costs 
fof each of the 123 beaver pelts seized 
of two months’ imprisonment on each 
charge, the terms to run consecu- 
tively. y 

‘Counse] for the defetice pleaded for 
leniency, as this was Train's first of- 
fence, but the magistrate took the 
view that the real offender was the 
Hudson’s Bay Co., who accept the 
furs, and as this was not their first 
offence, hence the fine. 

Crown Attorney Clary, for the pro- 
secution, explained that Train was 
only a figurehead, and the Hudson's 
Bay Co. were glad to get the furs. 
They had been convicted time and 
again without effect. 

The 123 beaver pelts will cost the 
Hudson's Bay Company about $8,000, 
including $1,006, the value of the 
furs, which will be confiscated.
